+ 0.5 urn, the degree of parallel ization in the groove length direction between 

said grooves adjacent to each other being within + 0.1 degree. 

With regard to claim 9, the Yamada reference discloses all the claimed invention. 

With regard to claim 10, wherein said grooves have a U-shaped or V- 
shaped section is disclosed in the Yamada reference. (See figures 9 and 10). 

With regard to claims 11-16, the Yamada reference discloses all the 
claimed invention. See abstract; see figures (1g), fig. 9, and fig. 10; col. 12, lines 
45-67; and col. 13 and col. 14.
